With Opening Speech Monday 
on Aldrich Bill by Its Au- 
thor Long Debate 
Will Be Begun. 


BUSINESS PAPER URGED. 


Amendment Permitting Cireula- 
tion Issue on Commercial Se- 
curity May Be Tacked 
On Plan.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—[ Special. ]—Be- 
ginning with Senator Aldrich’s introductory 
speech Monday morning, the senate will fur- 
nish the country with an extraordinary de-~- 
bate on the currency question. 

It is believed generally that the acute 
phase of the temporary panic of October last 
has all disappeared. That is to say, the 
necessity for an emergency currency at the 
present time does not exist. 

Many industries have been crippled for 
want of funds, a few banks have gone into 
Hauidation, and financial conditions are not 
generally as encouraging as they might be, 
but there is no immediate prospect of any- 
thing like a panic. 

The result is that congreas has plenty of 
time in which to study the situation care- 
fully, so that any remedy which may be 
applied for past financial ills shall bea satis- 
factory one. 

During the latter part of November it 
seemed likely that it would be necessary for 
eongress to pass some sort of a relief measure 
under whip and spur before the holidays. 

Before congress met, however, the situa- 
tion had eased off materially. Since then 
the issue of clearing house certificates has 
been generally stopped and the banks are 
once more down to hard pan, public confi- 
@ence having been apparently completely 
restored. 

Long Study Is. Certain. 


This gives congress an opportumity to go 
atthecurrency question ina methodical man- 


-. fer. Neither the AlMrich bill nor any other 


a> 


financial panacea will be crammed down the 
throats of the people until after its merits 
and demerits have been fully understood. 

There is an overwhelming majority for the 
Aldrich bill in the senate at the present time. 
That majority has been brought together 
not because it was believed this measure was 
the best that could be devised but because 
it was constantly aseerted that it was prac- 
tieally the only satisfactory bill which was 
likely to run the gantlet of the two houses 
of congress and be approved by the president. 

There are many republican senators whe 
would like to change the Aldrich bill in sev- 
eral important particulars, There are others 
who ere opposed to it om general principles. 
In the house there ts undisguised and open 
opposition te such an extent that it may be 
dificult to get the measure through at all. 

The republicans in the senate, however, 
have agreed among themselves that some 
gort of an emergency currency must be pro- 
vided by this congress in anticipation of 
what is likely to be a serious Gemand for 
money next fall. The leaders in the house 
take the same view of the situation. 


Why Aldrich Buiil Is Favored. 


Most of them would like to provide for a 
eentral bank, if it could be done, with eur- 
rency based exclusively upon commercial 
paper and general assets, followed by a 
gradual abandonment of bond secured cur- 
rency altogether and the disappearance of 
the United States from the banking busi- 
uess. 

That program manifestly is impossible of 
execution at present, and so it has come 
about that the republican leaders in the 
house and senate have practically agreed 
that they will attempt to secure the passage 


- ef the Aldrich bill as the first step toward a 


radical change in currency conditions. 

The mere fact that the Aldrich measure is 
regarded generally as being inadequate and, 
to a ¢ertain extent, unscientific is certain to 
provoke a debate on the subject which is 
likely to become historic. 

No measure of this importance can pass 
the senate until it has been thoroughly dis- 
cussed. Some of the senators are men whose 
opinion on any financial subject is worth 
listening to, but many of them are woefully 
ignorant and some are hopeless cranks and 
are incapable of instruction or enlighten- 
ment. 

The general average of speeches, however, 
ought to be pretty good. They will take in 
the whole range of economic topics s0 far 
as they relate to the currency question. 


Democrats Learn Little. 
Wt te evident that the democrats have 
learned but little in all these years. The 
time was when they were violently opposed 
to any United States currency. They fought 


gTeenbacks in season and out. of season. 
Later on they became infected with the 
fat money craze and proposed to issue 


United States notes instead of raising the 
taxes. 

Thén came Mr. Bryan and hid free silver 
Cfusade, as a result of which the democrats 
have been out of power now during a period 
of three administrations. 

During the course of this debate it will 
become more or less evident that the leading 
@emocrats. and particularly those from the 

; South, believe in the government issuing 
money. 

Bailey and others have schemes involving 
the issue of emergency currency by the 
United States with or without deposit of 
Securities. 

Other senators want to have an insurance 
of bank deposits as well as of bank circula- 
tion. Some of them advocate the repeal of 

“the law which taxed the state bank circula- 
tion out of existence. Only a few of them 
favor the Aldrich bill or anything like it. 


Debate Sure to Be Educating. 


There is certain to be, therefore, a varie- 
@ated mass of financial information sprinkled 
upon the country from the democratic side 
of the chamber, and it is unfortunate for 
that party that there is now scarcely a sen- 
Stor, with the possible exception ef Mr. 
Culberson of Texas, who seems to have any 
real grasp of the currency question and of 

the issues involved in the present financial 
| ion. 
, This debate in the senate, which is now

Health Chief Defends Right 
of His Office to Pass on 
the Vaccination 
of Pupils.

The school management committee of the 
board of education found itself, at its meet- 
ing yesterday, decidedly reminiscent of the 
days of the Dunne régime.

Lengthy and sometimes heated discussions 
of two questions of educational policy—the 
vaccination problem and the high school fra- 


Evans, President Schneider, and most of the 
reinstated Dunne trustees provided the bulk 
of the excitement. 

To make the resemblance as complete as 
possible the committee adjourned without 
taking any particular action. Resurrected 
Trustee Sonsteby, with fire in his eye, tried 
to get the committee to defy the authority of 
the board of health in barring children from 
the schools and start a court fight between 
the two city departments, but School At- 
torney Frank Hamlin and Chairman Dawes 
headed him off. 


Attorney Sustains Dr. Evans. 


The vaccination matter, which occupied 
most of the time at the committee’s meeting 
two weeks ago, came up again in connection 
with the same case—that of the three chil- 
dren of W. ‘H. Hopkins, 4004 Vincennes ave- 
nue, who have been barred from the Fuller 
achool since Nov. 20, although they hold a 
physician’s certificate indicating that they 
have been vaccinated. 

Commissioner Evans and Dr. Heman Spald- 
ing of the health department and Walter F. 
Heinemann, attorney for Mr. Hopkins, were 
poslh a the mmittee room when the trustees 

ether, all ready to talk. 

" abtleaae Hamlin presented a report advis- 
ing the committee that the board of health 
in excluding the children was acting within 
its genera) police powers inasmuch as there 
was, at the time, a case of smallpox at 4343 
Langley avenue, four blocks from the Hop- 
king residence. This, however, didn’t satisfy 
the trustees. 

“These children claim to have complied 
with the terms of the city ordinance,’’ said 
Chairman Dawes, “and they are looking to 
us for protection. If the board of health hag 
acted arbitrarily in this matter—I don’t as- 
sume that it has, but if it has—the question 
is, What is our duty? Wemust keep the city 
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“I would like to ask Dr. Evane a question,’ 
said Trustee White. “* We have been told 
that these children have certificates indicat- 
ing their vacéination. Is this true? That’s-+ 
the crux of the whole question.” 

Commissioner Defends Himself. 

“It ign’t the crux,’’ gaid Dr. Evans. 
** Shall I be allowed to speak freely on this?’’ 
he added, turning: to Mr. Dawes. 

Mr. Dawes hoped he would. He did. 

“T looked into this matter in the first place 
because of a certainty of mind that this 
community is being deluded by a fancied se- 
curity—that certificates are being issued 
which do not set forth the facts. I believe I 
have the right to weigh the value of the cer- 
tificates presented to me, and I intend to go 
on doing it unless I am specifically stopped."’ 

“The city ordinance doesn’t make you 
the judge of the validity ofcertificates, does 
it. doctor? ’’ asked Chairman Dawes. “ Have 
you the right to go to schools and demand 
that certificates be presented to you for In- 
spection? ” 

‘“ Well, we're doing it,”’ replied Dr. Evans. 

‘“‘Tt's a serious thing to deprive children 
of their schooling for ten weeks becauge of a 
fraudulent certificate,”’ suggested Mr. White. 

Mr. Sonsteby thought so too. 

“ Let's admit these children and put it up 
to the health board to test our right to do 
it,” he suggested. 

Attorney Hamlin, however, thought the 
school board would not come out well in such 
a contest, and said so. The matter wag 
placed “‘on file ’’ in order to allow Mr. Hop- 
kins, to test the case by starting mandamus 
proceedings against the school authorities 
and the board of health.

I return the King 
Edward stamps you sent. This is King Roosevelt's 
country.

John Williams Goes Home After 
Search for Work to Find Death. 


SLAYER THEN SHOOTS SELF.

Mother Tries in Vain to Avert Trag- 
edy; Daughter Looks On. 


A father returned home last evening—dis- 
couraged after an all day's search for work 
—enly to be shot and killed by his son, who 
aiso was out of work. Then the son, In the 
presence of other members of the family, 
fire a bullet into his own brain. 

The double tragedy occurred at the resi- 
dence of John Williams, 4632 Ashiand ave- 
He was the victim. The son who did 


nue. 
the ‘shooting was Wilhelm Williams. Both 
wounded men were taken to St. Bernard's 


hospital, but the elder one died as he reached 


its door. Physicians said the sen could not 


recover. 

Johr Williams was 58 years old ané his 
son 22. Both had been unemployed for sev- 
eral weeks, and the family of six persons was 
supported by Williams’ daughter, Lilliag, 
who works in a downtown restaurant, 


Mother Interferesin Vain. 

When the old man returned from his vain 
search for work he found his son at home 
partially intoxicated. The father upbraided 
him for not bestirring himself to find em- 
ployment. Thus a quarrel began. The son 
went into the kitchen and the father fol- 
lowed. 

A few minutes before the arrival of the 
elder man Wilhelm had been showing a re- 
volver to a cousin, Michael Williams, and 
asking him if he wished to buy it. When 
the father entered the kitchen Wilhelm took 
the weapon and pointed it at the old man, 
who seized a chair and tried-to strike the 
son. The mother sprang betweer? them and 
tried to prevent the fight, but the son pressed 
the muggle of the revolver against his 
father’s left side and fired two shots. One 
penetrated a lung while the second went 
through the father’s stomach. 

Members of the family in the room saw too 
late the intention of the son and were un- 
able to prevent the murder. While all were 
still stunned by the shooting of the father 
the son walked,over to his little brother 
John, 6 years old) shook hands with him, and 
bade him good-by. 

Reproached by Dying Man. 

As the elder Williams fell he was con- 
scious for a moment, turned, and, looking at 
his son, who was still holding the weapon, 
said: 

‘My boy, you have killed your father.” 

He then became unconscious and probably 
did not hear the shot the son fired into his 
brain a few moments later. 

Mamie Williams, a 16 year old daughter, 
ran to the New City police station and re- 
turned with Sergeant Cleghorn and two po- 
licemen, Garrity and Mooney. They reached 
the door just after the son had shot h'meeif. 


According to Mrs. Williams her husband, 


had been out of work for three weeks and 
the son for two months. She said her son 
would leave the house and return at night. 
only to anger his father by saying he had 
been unable to obtain work. 

At the same time the father was spending 
his days looking for work, but neighbors 
sey his effort was more earnest than that 
of the son, who had fallen into habits of 


drinking.

CAUGHT TIEING UP CREPE. 


Waves Flag in Barbara Frietchie Role : 


as Detectives Attack. 


Barricading the doors of her home and 
waving the American flag over the heads of } 
hundreds of pedestrians who passed in front, 
Mrs, Margaret La Moyt, 3741 Cottage Grove 
avenue, shouted defiance at the police while 
she withstood a “siege” of twenty-four 
hours. The beleaguered citadel fell last 
night shortly after the flag had been taken 
from its position and while the modern Bgr- 
bara Frietchie was calmly decorating the 
door of her home with crépe. 

While Mrs. La Mont was vainly trying to 
hang the black cloth draping she was 
pounced upon by detectives from the Stanton 
avenue station, who carried a warrant sworn 
out by Mrs. Mary Dorothy, who until Thurs- 
day was a roomer in the La Mont residence. 
That evening Mrs. Dorothy, the police were 
told, was ejected from the place by Mrs. La 
Mont, who fire a@ fusillade of shots at her. 
Mrs. Dorothy lost no time in reaching the 
Stanton avenue station and a short time later 
two detectives started with a warrant. 


Flag Waves in Street 

A big flag was waving over the doorway, 
almost sweeping the heads of the detectives, 
from its post on the second floor. Detective 
Murnane mounted the stairway, closely fol- 
lowed by his companion. They stopped when 
the second floor was reached, for Mrs. La 
Mont could be heard behind the door, drag- 
ging articles of furniture to aid in the block- 
ade. 

“We have a warrant for your arrest,” 
called Detective Murnane. “ It is sworn out 
by Mrs. Mary Dorothy and charges you with 
disorderly conduct.” 

“ "There'll be no getting me out of here,” 
shouted the woman, “ until long after my 
provisions run out. And that will be some 
time yet. So, Mister Policeman, you might 
just as well run along. I'll not get out for 
warrant or anything else, for my home is my 
castie, you see.”’ 

It was late Thursday evening when Mrs. 
La Mont made the little speech in deflance 
of Chief Shippy’s men. From that moment 
the siege wason. All through the night the 
deteétives waited and watched for a chance 
to reach the womam, but, although they 
shivered, she remained obstinate. 


Ende Twenty-four Hour Siege. 

Detectives Murphy and Douglas relieved 
them early in the morning. Evening,came 
and the “‘ watch ” changed again, with Meed 
and Murnane on duty. 

“ Looks like an all night session for us,” 
remarked Meed, as he glanced out of a door- 
way some distance away, out of view of the 
ever watchful window. “ She's taking down 


“the flag now, and something is sure to fol- 


low.” 
Gome time later Mrs. La Mont was seen 


out in the street trying to decorate the front 
doorway with crépe. For a minute the de- 
tectives hesitated, but when Mrs. La Mont's 
back was turned they surrounded her and 
raised the siege. 

The woman told the police that Mrs. Doro- 
thy refused to leave when other roomers 
were ordered from the place. The roomers, 
she said. refused to pay rent, and this re- 
sulted in her drastic action. The police think 
she has become slightly demented.

~ HABEAS CORPUS. 


Supreme Court Orders Judge 
McEwen to Send Full Ree- 
ord of Lipsey Case.. | 


HOPE TO CHECK AN EVIL. 


Prosecutor Healy Wants Powers 
‘of Judges to Release Pris- 
oners Defined. 


Judge Willard M. McEwen will make 4 re- 
turn to the IlMnols Supreme court today, 
certifying the entire record in the case of 
Ralph Lipsey, who seeks release from the 
penitentiary on habeas corpus. 

This is the case which State’s Attorney 
Healy is fighting, to secure a precedent that 
will put an end to the practice of lower courts 
in Cook county of releasing prisoners on 
habeas corpus after their conviction has 
been sustained by the higher court. 

The Supreme court, in an order entered at 
the morning session, uph..d the novel posi- 
tion taken by Mr. Healy. It ordered a writ 
of certiorari to issue, and made it returnable 
at once, directing that it act as a supersedeas. 
This enjoins Judge McEwen from taking ac- 
tion in the matter pending final disposition 
of the issues. 

At the same time Joseph B. David, attor- 
ney for Mr. Lipsey, who. was convicted of re- 
ceiving stolen property, prepared to go be- 
fore the Supreme court next Mondey with 
an intervening petition asking the court to 
go into the merits of his client's contention 
that he is deprived unlawfully of his liberty. 


Similar Point in Cooke Case. 


Mr. David takes the position that Lipsey 
was found “ not guilty’ for the reason that 
the verdict did not conform to the indictment. 


This is similar to the principal point at issue 


in the recent petition of John A. Cooke for 
release on habeas corpus, which was denied 
by Judge McEwen. Lipsey !s now tn the 
county jail and will be in Judge McEwen's 
court when the case comes up for considera- 
tion this morning. 

Attorney David has hopes that the Supreme 
court will release his client on habeas corpus 
when it inquires fully into the case. 

“We will contend,”’ said State’s Attorney 
Healy on this point, * that an inspection of 
the records will show that Judge Mchwen 
had no right to jurisdiction after the Supreme 
court had passed once on the questions in- 
volved and there is nothing to warrant a writ 
of habeas corpus. 

* We wish the habeas corpus act to serve 
its legal, proper purpose. The Supreme 
court will pass upon the merits of the case. 
We then will be able-to use this precedent 
in other habeas corpus proceedings in the 
lower courts.”’ 


McEwen Opposes Healy’s View. 

Judge McEwen thought that inasmuch as 
a writ of certiorari would not lie after a writ 
of habeas corpus had been issued, it cannot 
lie before one has issued. No appeal can be 
taken from a habeas corpus decision. 

“You can’t beat the devil around the 
stump in law,” Judge McEwen said. “A 
writ of certidrari lies in some cases to ac- 
company a review of a case below, where 
there is no appeal under the statutes. But it 
cannot be applied in a habeas corpus proceed- 
ing.”’ The Supreme court thought otherwise. 

Lipsey was sent to the penitentiary only 
two months ago, although he was sentenced 
nearly two years ago. Attorney David said 
the state’s attorney's office consented to the 
delay. 

“ "The case was taken to the Supreme court 
in December, 1906, and in April, 1907, the de- 
cision of the lower court was affirmed,’’ 
said Attorney David. “A petition for a re- 
hearing was denied by the Supreme court the 
following June. Lipsey was surrendered to 
the sheriff, and as the Supreme court would 
not be in session until the following October 
I secured a continuance of the case until then. 
Lipsey was in financial straits and couldn't 
take the case up, so om Dec. 7 he decided to 
go to the penitentiary.” 

The latest instance of the release of Cook 
county criminals on habeas corpus was Jan. 
28, when Judge Tuthill released G. F’. John- 
ston and Charles F. McGuire from the house 
of correction on representations made by 
W. G. Anderson, who has secured the re- 
lease of more prisoners on habeas corpus 
than any other attorney in Chicago. These 
men were found guilty of conspiracy to ob- 
tain money under false pretense. Judge

JOHN DENNISON, convicted of murder; served 
five years and then was released by Judge Hanecy 
on ground that judgment didn’t show on what 
crime he was being held. 

ANTON BOENERT, a steamship agent, convict- 
ed of embezzlement; released by Supreme court on 
ground that the Criminal court has no jurisdiction 
to send a man to the penitentiary two and a half 
years after he has been tried. 

FRED W. SMITH; released by Supreme court 
on the ground that after three years stay of ben- 
tence had been granted a man could not legally 
be sent to the penitentiary.

Provincials Throng City. 

A feature of today was the arrival of twen- 
ty-five priests from different parishes with 
their choirs of children. Many persons from 
neighboring towns in the provinces already 
are coming into Lisbon for the funeral. The 
gcvernment accepts the presence of so many 
peaceful provincials as a strong assurance 
against any disagreeable incident. The 
streets are animated. 

Two queens and a king, their faces 
streaming with tears, looked on the 
face of Carlos, the assassinated monarch 
of Portugal, when his body had been trans- 
ferred to its coffin yesterday.

Behind the coffin marched the duke of 
Oporto, the king’s brother, and Vice Ad- 
miral Capello, the latter bearing the king’s 
plumed heimet and sword. The troops pre- 
sented arms as the cortége passed. A simi- 
larc marked the transfer of the body 
of the crown prince to the royal chapel. — 

King Carlos died poor. His fortune con- 
sisted of insurance policies held by the Bank 
of Portugal as security for advances. After 
these repayments have been made, it is de- 
clared, there will not remain more than §30,- 
OO8 to be distributed to his heirs. 


Franco Quits Politics for Good. 

BORDEAUX, France, Feb. 7.—Ex-Premier 
Franco and his family left the train here 
today and took up their quarters at a hotel 
near the railroad station, where, it is said, 
they will remain until tomorrow.

TANGIER, Feb. 7.—Caid Sir Harry Mac- 
Lean, who has been held in bondage for the 
last seven months by the bandit Raisuli, has 
been officially turned over to the British 
chargé d'affaires here In accordance with 
the agreement between Raisuli and the Brit- 
ish government under which Raisuli is to 
receive $100,000 as a ransom and a guaranty 
of protection for himself and family. Mac- 
Lean is in good health, but he seems to be 
weaker and older than before his capture.

CALLAO, PERU, NEXT STOP. 


Torpedo Boat Destroyers Take Shorter 
Route Through Smith Channel. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PUNTA ARENAS, Feb. 7.—The exchange 
of official calls was finished this afternoon 
and during the time they were being made the 
American warships were employed in taking 
aboard the last supplies purchased here and 
in other ways making preparations for their 
departure. ' 

At 11 o'clock tonight the sailing signal was 
set on the Connecticut, immediately anchors 
were hoisted, and the fleet was under way for 
its next stopping place, Callao, Peru. 


Chilean Oruiser Leads. 

The procession was led by the Chilean 
cruiser Chacabuco, which was dispatched to 
this port by the government as a special 
courtesy to the Americans. The Chacabuco 
will keep ahead of the line as far as the west- 
ern entrance to thestrait of Magellan. Three 
torpedo boat destroyers were on each side of 
the battleships as they sailed. These small 
vessels will accompary the fleet to Smith 
channel, which leads northerly from the 
strait, and through tiu.s channel the destroy- 
ers will make their way to Talkcahuano. The 
battleships will arrive off Valparaiso in six 
days. They will not stop there, but will sail 
close in shore and salute the Chilean flag. 


Santiago to Greet Fleet. 

SANTIAGO, Chile, Feb. 7.—President and 
Mme. Montt will go out from Valparaiso, 
Feb. 14, on board the school ship Baquedano 
from the deck of which the president will 
review the American fleet as it sails north- 
ward. The enthusiasm here and at Valpa- 
raiso over the coming of the American battle- 
ships is great. All the forts and the vessels 
of the Chilean navy will answer the salute 
of Rear Admiral Evans’ fleet. 


Japs Want to Welcome Fleet. 

Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 7.—Japanese resi- 
dents of Los Angeles and southern Cali- 
fornia today requested the local reception 
committee for permission to assist in wel- 
coming the officers and the men of Admiral 
Evans’ fieet upon their arrival at Los An- 
geles. The Japanese residents, of whom 
there are about 5,000 in southern California, 
said Secretary Shohachi Anju of the Japa- 
nese association of Los Angeles desired to 
make expression of their good will and to 
disprove as fast as they are able any accu- 
sations of ill feeling toward the Americans. 
He announced that a fund was being raised 
among the.local Japanese business men to 
assist in the entertainment of the fleet. The 
committee will decide what part to give to 
the Japanese on the reception progtam. 


$6,250,000 FOR TWO LINERS. 


North German Lloyd Will Borréw the 
Money to Build Giant Trans- 
atlantic Ships. 


BREMEN, Feb. 7.—An_ extraordinary 
meeting of shareholders of the North Ger- 
man Lioyd Steamship company today passed 
a resolution to raise a loan of $6,250,000 to 
cover the cost of construction of two trans- 
atlantic liners which were laid down last 
year. Herr Wiegand, director of the North 
German Lioyd line, said the rate war, the 
competition with the Japanese company, and 
the struggle for South American traffic made 
the loan necessary. He believed the falling 
off in emigrant traffic probably was only tem- 
porary.

SAYS PERJURY IS BOUGHT 
Gase Honeycombed with Bribery 
and Treachery, According to 

the Attorney. *% 


« Hamilton Lewis, for the first time 
fj » life, yesterday was forced to sit still 
im a courtroom and hear himeelf described as 
alawyerot” shyster, pettifogging methods,”’ 
and leader of a defense which was honey- 
gombed with bribery and perjury. 

He was compared to the “ cheap lawyers of 
the old justice shop school,”’ who: polson 
the minds. of a jury by inginuations which 
never are brought into the evidence of the 
ease. It made the famous pink Whiskers 
fuurly sizzle and curl in wrath. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Edward S. Day, 
who opened the arguments for the state in 
the trial of Mrs. Dora McDonald, was the 
min who made this savage attack. He 
galled Col. Lewis the “ Chesterfield of the 
American bar,’’ the ‘‘ modern Demosthenes,”’ 
anc other choice names, and then proceeded 
to let loose the floodgates of sarcasm re- 
garding the manner in which Lewis had 
handled his case. 

* How are the mighty fallien,’’ was the bur- 
fen of Mr. Day’s speech. It looked, as Mr. 
Day went along, as if Mr. Lewis was on trial 
instead of Mrs. McDonald. The air was 
blue with words such as “ liar,” “ perjury,”’ 
“bribery.”’ “ treachery,” ete. 


Many on Roll of Dishonor. 

Former Chief of Police John M. Colline, for- 
mer Police Attorney Frank Comerford, In- 

ctor John Wheeler, Detective Clifton R. 

ooldridge, and most of the witnesses who 
have appeared in Mrs. McDonald's defense, 
were placed on Mr. Day's roll of dishonor 
along with Col. Lewis.

"Like Old Justice Shop. 


“This young man has told you how Mrs. 
McDonald fastened her fangs upon his 16 
year old brother, Webeter,’’ said Mr. Day. 
“He has led you step by step to the day 
when Mrs. McDonald killed Guerin because 
he tried to shake her off and start a new life. 
They could not shake his testimony in an 
honorable way, so What did they do? We 
have the spectacie of Mr. Lewis, the Ches- 
terfleld of the American bar, a Demosthenes 
of an orator, reduced to the tactics of a 
shyster. Demosthenes has become a petti- 
fogger. Only in one of the old abolished 
justice courts could you see such a cross-ex- 
amination. 

““Are you a thief’? Col. Lewis asked 
Guerin. ‘ Did you steal $300 from Mr. Dillon 
and rob Mr. Edwards of the Colonial! theater? 
Answer yes or no.’ | 

“Is that the way for a lawyer to try a 
case? Where is Mr. Dillon? “Where is Mr. 
Edwards? Where are Sadie and Maziéof the 
levee, whom Guerin was accused of giving 
diamonds tb? Have you seen them here. If 
these charges, had been true, don’t you sup- 
pose these lawyers would have moved the 
earth to get the witnesses ta grove them? 


No Evidence Backs Insinuatione 

“ Never a one of tifesé dirty inuations 
hes been followed with a word of evidence. 
Where is Policeman Buggie, whom Guerin is 
supposed to have bribed? All these wit- 
‘Resses are within the jurisdiction of thie 
court. Col. Lewis asked Guerin in a savage 
way, as if the proof was behind i, if ha had 
not told William Hagamann that he (Guérin) 
was going to sell his evidence in this case. 
The state had Hagamann on the stand. Did 
the defense ask him a single question about 
Guerin? No. Does an honest defense have 
to resort to things of this sort?’ No. It was 
all the famous dream of our Chesterfield. 

“Archie Guerin bore himself well, though 
he was insulted as few men ever are in these 
courts, and ag no reputable lawyer would 
insult a man. He was asked questions which 
called for an answer outside the courtroom, I 
think. 

“Tet us gét away fromthe spell of flimsy 
oratory to the facts. Under the facts of this 
case lam sure you can find no verdict except 
that of guilty for this woman. This is the 
case of a boy full of animal Hfe. fondled‘and 
caressed by an attractive woman. falling into 
an unholy alliance with her. But he did not 
Geserve to die. Nowhere in this cage is there 
honest testimony of blackmail. She did not 
seek to get away from him. She followed 
him—yes, even to the day of his death. 


Such Crimes Becoming Too Common. 


“This kind of crime is becoming too preva- 
lent in this community, and you men must 
do your duty, regardless of the fact that the 
Gefendant is a rich woman. 

“ Nineteen days before the shooting we find 
Mrs. McDonald at Guerin’s house, calling 
Guerin her dear boy and kissing him pas- 
sionately. Does that look as if she had been 
trying for years to wet away from him? 

“Why didn’t Harry Feldman take the 
Wand? Because he did not dare take a 
chance of going to the penitentiary for per- 
n ry. He sent his wife to do the dirty work 
‘or him. We start with perjury and bribery 
from the beginning of the ‘case. Witness 
after witnese who made stateménts to us 
came back and said they wanted to change 
something. They had been reached by the 
—- and they admitted they had been 

aid. 

“Take that poor little fellow, Herman 
Hanson. He didn’t know ‘much about this 
Case and he told the truth, but the defense 
had it framed up for him to commit perjury 
and we stopped it. Why else was it worth 
their while to go to New York for him and 
keep him in hotels and pay him. Why all 
this perjury and treachery in this case? Is 
t an honest defense? 


Betrayal by Wooldridge. 

“Look at Detective Wooldridge. He had 
Sense ehough not to perjure himself, but he 
Sided the defense in other ways. 

“In thelr reaching out with the power of 
their money the defense decided to corrupt 
this poor policeman. They made a traitor 
Out of him. He sat in Our conferences and 
learned our secrets day after day and the 
next day the defense knew all about them.

Traction Organization Faction 
Accuses Body’s Officers. 


REPLY ‘YOU CANNOT RESIGN.’ 


President Larkin and Secretary Mills 
Ridicule Opponents. 


A row which threatens to disrupt division 
No. 241 of the Street Car Men’s union started 
yeste-day as a result of charges against of- 
ficials of the union made at a meeting late 
Thursday night. 

President J. H. Larkin and Secretary C. 
W. Mills were accused of extravagance in 
administering the finances of the union and 
were denounced for expending $1,200 for 
the purpose of attempting to defeat the 
traction ordinance. in the “ little ballot ”’ 
campaign last spring. 

As a result of the row seventy members 
running out of the Western avenue barns 
and thirty-eight in the West Madison street 
barns heave resigned from the union. The 
charges against the officials of the division 
were made in a lengthy declaration read at 
the meeting. 

The declaration contains eight reasons 
why the resignations were handed in. It 
was addressed to Secretary Mills and was 
signed by five of the leaders of the “‘ seces- 
sionist "’ movement. Following the reading 
of the charges, a stormy debate ,ensued., in 
which President Larkin was attacked as the 
official principally responsible for “‘ expend. 
ing $190.000 of the umion’s funds without 


bership.”’ 


Allege Waste of Union Funds. 

Following are some of the reasons given by 
the “ secessionists "’ for resigning: 

“ We charge the officers of the organiza- 
tion with extravagance in the administra- 
tion of the finances of the division. The di- 
vision has been in existence five years and 
nine months, in which time $190,000 in dues, 
assessments, and initiation fees has been 
collected, and the organization now has on 
hand on’: 35,000. 

“ We object to the furtherance of the po- 
litical ambitione of any one or more of the 
members of the union, and this applies par- 
ticularly to the $1,200 voted for the purpose 
of the anti-settlement movement. 

“We resign because we will not be mem- 
bers of an organization which, through cer- 
tain members, can In this way extravagantly 
waste the funds of the association, with the 
result that dues have been raised more than 
50 per cent.”’ 

President Larkin denied the funds had been 
expended in an extravagant manner and said 
only forty mthembers of the union originally 
sent in thefr resigations. 

“ The dues were raised by the last conven- 
tion from $7 to $9 a year,”’ said he. ‘‘ That 
isn't a raise of 50 per cent is it? These men 
say they heve resigned, but they have paid 
their February dues all right. They can file 
their resignations all they like, but the resig- 
nations won't be accepted as long as they 
work on the street car lines.’’ 

“Yes, there was a document containing a 
long lst of charges brought up at the meet- 
ing,’ admitted Secretary Mills. ‘It was 
signed by five members in the West Madison 
street barns. These five are the only resigna- 
tions I know of, and these five have paid their 
dues.” 


Upholsterers Oppose Cut. 

Officials of the upholsterers’ union are ne- 
gctiating with the employers for a renewal 
of the annual dgreement, which expires Feb. 
15. The employers have notified the union 
officials of a decision to reduce wages 10 per 
cent, The present scale runs from $13.50 to 
$21 a week. The union is preparing to resist 
a reduction.

DENVER.—Notites have been posted at the Globe 
smelter, owned by the American Smelting and 
Refining company, anfiouncing a reduction in 
wages commencing Feb. 11. A smelter at Pueblo 
will be shut down.

I’ve had 
two, but you must not let your affinities mix.’’ 

Because Mrs. Franks’ affinities came to- 
gether, the police of the Despilaines street sta- 
tion became interested. 

Mrs. Franks is a prisoner in the Harrison 
street police station annex, Todd Naylor, 
soulmate No. 2, is a patient in the county jail 
hospital, and Percy McDonald, soulmate No.

tion. 
Duel Fought with Knives. 


The two men fought a knife duel yesterday 
in an apartment house at 288 Washington 
boulevard for possession of the woman, who 
is claimed to be the better half of both.

Mrs. Franks gave a graphic description of 
her life since she adopted affinity principles.

Investigators Ready to Call Char- 
ities Board Members. 


GIVE SKIN TO INJURED BOY. 


Father and Internes Aid in Operation 
Upon Giroux Lad. 


Quarters for the Chicago sessions of the 
aeylum investigating committee have been 
secured in the Monadnock building, and the 
investigators will begin next week what 
promises to be the most interesting part of 
their inquiry. 

They will have on the witness stand not 
only the parents of children injured at the 
Lincoln home for the feeble minded, but they 
will have the members of the state board of 
charities before them as witnesses. 

From Dr. Frank Billings and Dr. Emil G. 
Hirech, the committee is likely to secure a 
complete statement of the faults in the Ilf- 
nois system of charitable administration and 
an account of the efforta which have been 
made to correct them. 

Favor Lunacy Commission. 

Miss Julia Lathrop, one of the members of 
the board, yesterday explained one of the 
important changes which the board was pre- 
pared to advocate, it being the establishment 
of a lunacy commission such as controls the 
asylums. 

In doing so Miss Lathrop pointed out the 
imperfections in the board of control idea, 
such a board being proposed in the bill in- 
troduced in the legislature by Senator 8. C. 
Pemberton the day a recess Was taken until 
May 5. Miss Lathrop said the reformatory 
at Pontiac, which is under the direction of a 
paid board of control, has been damaged 
more by evidence of atrocities than any other 
fatitution. 

“ At the meeting of the board of charities 
held last October,’’ said Miss Lathrop, “ we 
empowered Dr. Billings to appoint a commit- 
tee to draw up a plan of reorganization that 
will be unique in the history of Illinois and 
will command the attention of the entire 
country. 

‘The work is still incomplete, but we hope 
to be able to go ahead with it. So far as the 
question concerns the asylums and hospitals 
for the insane and criminal insane, the insti- 
tutions for the feeble minded and that other 
institution which we have not got, but which 
we need so desperately—the one for epileptics 


—we find our modei in the state lunacy com- 


mission of New York. 

“We hope to submit a plan even better. 
In New York, He commission is appointed 
by the governor, and beyond the fact that it 
can be displaced by him it is supreme. It 
consists of one physician, one lawyer, end 
one man of business, who are paid enough 
to superintend their work properly. This 
commission employs the service of the most 
distinguished allenists in the world and the 
New York asylums lead the world in high 
class work.” 

Graft Skin on Boy’s Face. 

Frank Giroux, the boy who was burned 
on ak unprotected radiator while under the 
spell of an epileptic fit at the, Lincoln Asy- 
lum for the Feeble Minded, underwent an op- 
eration of skin grafting during the day at 
the German hospital. 

Since the boy suffered the injuries which 
were directly responsible for the present 
investigation all efforts to cause the wounds 
to heal have been unavailing. As a final 
resort Dr. Frank W. Lambden decided to 
try skin grafting. It was reported the op- 
eration had been highly successful. 

The wound covered eight square inches on 
the boy’s cheek. This required the grafting 
of forty odd bits of skin. The cuticle was 
taken from the arm of the boy’s father, Ben 
M. Giroux, manager of the Criterion the- 
ater. and many of the internes and staff 
physicians of the hospital volunteered to 
spare odd bits of their skin.

The number of unem- 
ployed union men in the state at that time 
was 43,258 The situation in New York City 
is brought up to Jan. 1 in the bulletin, cover- 
ing the period during the disturbed financial 
conditions, showing that 34.2 per cent of union 
men were out of work.

* Returns of idleness received from ninety- 
two representative labor organizations in 
New York City show that at the end of De- 
cember out of 66,120 members, 22,627, or 34.2 
per cent, were idle, as compared with per- 
centages of idleness on the same day for the 
same set of unions of 12.8 im 1906, 6.7 in 1905, 
and 17.8 in 1904°’ 

The reports of earnings of organized work- 
ingmen in the third quarter of 1907 indicate 
that generally the high level of wages at- 
tained in 1906 was fully maintained or slight- 
ly raised in 1907.

TWO_YEARS’ INVESTIGATION 
SHOWS “SUICIDE” WAS SLAIN. 


New Haven, Conn., Feb. 7,—[Special.]—As 
the result of two years’ investigation into 
the death of C. A. Edwards, it was concluded 
teday that he was murdered.

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ELECTRIC LIGHT ORDINANCE 
IN ORDER FOR THURSDAY. 


Council Committee to Consider Rates, 
Etec., Then—Budget Going Over Limit 
~Theater Fireman Guards Saloon. 


The counci!l committee on gas, ofl, and elec- 
tric Nght received the new Commonwealth- 
Edison ordinance yesterday and made it 4 
special order for next Thursday afternoon. 
Among other things it fixes new rates for 
electric light service, the figures being: 

Fifteen cents a kilowatt hour for the firet thirty 
hours use of maximum demend. After thirty hours 
9 cents a kilowatt hour. This the first year. 

For the second year 183 cents a kilowatt hour to 
be the maximum and after thirty hours § cents. 

¥oer the third, fourth, and fifth year T cents ie to 
be the maximum rate. The companies reserve the 
right to ix the price for temporary or emergency 

The tity recognizes the validity of the con- 
solidation of the Chicago Edison and Com- 
mouwenslth ordinances, and in return will 
get annually 8 per cent of the gross receipts 
of the new company. The company surren- 
ders to the city all rights except under its 
franchise ordinances and agrees to put all 
wires underground. It also agrees that all 
renters of space in the Sectional Underground 
company shall pay 10 per cent compensation 
to the city. 

At a mieeting of the finance committee it 
was agreed to give the library board $475,- 
000, what it had last year. The committee 
also decided to change ite tactics and see 
where it could save money instead of spend- 
ing it. It got along swimmingly during the 
week by granting 4 good share of the re- 
quests made on it by heads of departments, 
and now finds it is $4,000,000 in excess of the 
city’s estimated revenue. So the pruning 
knife will have to be used.

Burnham Offer Plan to 
Mayor’s Commission.

| OPPOSE PRESENT SCHEME. 


' 
Promise System Will Guarantee 
-. Chicago’s Supremacy in 
Business World. 


A commercial harbor for Chicago, not an 
industrial one, as it at present beasts, was 
outlined to the city’s harbor commission yes- 
terday afternoon as the system which would 
guarantee to it the supremacy in the world of 
business it seeks. 

Alfred J. Roewade and Telford Burnham 
presented the scheme to the commission, 
which held its regular public meeting in the 
office of ita chairman, John M. Ewen. Mr. 


| Burnham was present and made a compre- 


hensive address on the subject of harbors 
and wate?ways. Mr. Roewade, who wee ili, 
sent a letter setting forth his views on the 
subject of the harbor question. 

Mr. Roewade first outlined the plan for a 
commercial harbor for Chicago. He said 
the city now had what is technically known 
as an industrial harbor, one that extended all 
about the city, filled with docks and wharves 
—entirely too large for the city’s shipping. 

‘* Industrial harbors are not democratic; 
they compel every shipper to own his own 
docks, or what practically amounts to owner- 
ship. And furthermore, & is impossible to 
limit the quantity of wharfage to the amount 
of shipping in a harbor. 

“There is more than one mile of wharf 
along the Chicago river for every ship in the 
Chicago harbor. The Deering concerm has a 
mile and a half of docks, where 250 feet 
should be enough—in fact, that would prob- 
ably be idle part of the year.” 


Urges Democratic Harbor. 

Mr. Roewade then outlined what he meant 
by a commercial harbor—the kind he advo- 
cated for Chicago. He characterized it as 
typically democratic, the kind that encour- 
aged commerce and helped the shipping of 
every country and of évery nation to broaden 
and expand.

the pastor have been exhausted. Donations 
will be accepted gladly, but Dr. Fisher says 
thet chances for employment will be re- | 
ceived much more joyfully than food.

The impartial attitude assumed by Gosse 
fe not invariably the best one for a biogra-

plays holding their own with the greatest, 
and with the influence of his morals, convic- 
tions, and literary experiments coming more 
and more into conspicuosity. 
The conflict as to the degree of Importance 
ef Ibsen's work is now over and done with. 
By a consensus of opinion he stands among 
the successful revolutionists, The variabil- 
ity of his literary moods, his literalism, his 
fantasy, his poetry, his mysticism, and his 
‘violent realism, each to be considered after 
ita kind, combine to make hima master who 
‘provokes investigation and discussion. 
_ Ibsen himself was keenly aware of his 
power to arouse discussion, and he seems 
++ *lternately to have been @nnoyed and grati- 
fied by this. Mr. Gosse- has enough sympathy 
‘with his protagonist to share with him this 
‘grievance against the public. He says: 
“The obsession of the critic to discover 
* problems’ in the works of Ibsen has been 
one of the main causes of that impatience 
and even downright injustice with which his 
(Ibsen's) writings have been received by a 
large section of those readers who should 
maturally have enjoyed them.

After the last 
word is said in applause of Ibsen, it remains 
incontestibly the fact that he was of the 
latter class. 

A clear distinction between motives of 
Tolstoi and those of Ibsen is made by Gosse 
when he observes: “ Tolstoi analyzes @ 
morbid condition, but always with the pur- 
pose, if he can, of curing it; Ibsen gives it 
even closer clinical attention, but he leaves 
to others the care of removing a disease, 
while his business is solely to diagnose.” 

The reader is to infer then that Ibsen 
builded much better than he knew—or de- 
sired—when he “ let fresh air and light inte 
the national life,” “ roughly awakened the 
national conscience,” and made “ healthier 
and richer the civic atmosphefe.” Certainly 
there is a confusion of issues here, and the 
bewtldered American can only recur to the 
instinctive love for literary morality which 
is his inheritance, and hope that Ibsen really 
wished to produce the effect which he did, 
and that in giving him credit for having 
advanced the sense of responsibility of 
parents, wives, and husbands, one is ac- 
crediting him with pious intentions rather 
than inadvertent results. 


With brevity and yet force Mr. Gosse has 
indicated the spirit of each of Ibsen's plays, 
but has purposely refrained from prolonged 
enalysis, referring the reader to that all but 
definitive edition of Ibsen recently published 
by Scribner's. Rather arbitrarily, ‘* Cati- 
line,”” the first play published by Ibsen, is 
omitted. As Ibsen thought enough of it to 
have it republished and included authorita- 
tively among his works, it seems curious 
that Mr. William Archer, who is the edi- 
tor and commentator of this fine edition, 
should have seen fit to omit ft. 

There are, altogether, eleven volumes ex- 
cellently printed, serviceable and neat in 
appearance, making no pretentions to un- 
necessary elegance. Each play is preceded 
by Mr. Archer’s comments. [t is never to 
be forgotten that it was Archer who made 
Ibsen comprehensible to the English speak- 
ing people, and what he has to say con- 
cerning the work of the Norwegian master 
may be accepted with a certain finality. Not 
that any reading of a master’s work is con- 
clusive. Every master of art enjoys an ex- 
istence capable of indefinite extension. To 
his genius is added the ever accruing sum of 
human appreciation. The reader has a right | 
to add to the poet's meaning the full sum 
of his own perceptions and sentiments. He 
has, too, a right to act as medium for the 
poet, and to vary the light the poet sheds, by 
transmitting the thought, through his own 
personality. Archer is fully cognizant of 
this, and says, when he hase completed his 
comments upon that “terrible and beauti- 
ful” work, “ Little Eyolf,” “that though 
he has offered a meaning inherent in the 
play he does not venture to say that it fs 
the anly meaning. 

There is one expression employed by Goese 
fn reference to Ibsen's influence upon his 
countrymen which must be quoted. “ His 
admirers at Stockholm,” writes Mr. Gosse, 
“told him that he had taken a foremost 
place in re-creating their sense of life.” 

This is one of the best things I remember 
to have read of Ibsen. It is precisely that 
vividness that wins and holds his ever grow- 
ing audience. Others have written more 
wisely than he did in “An Enemy of the 
People,” more coherently than he did in 
“The Master Builder,” more consistently 
than Ibsen dreamed of being in “ Peer Gynt,” 
more humanly than he ever contrived or de- 
stred to be, but who of them all, romanticists 
or realists, has made a more enduring ‘‘sense 
of life.” 


This has gone much further then merely 
giving immortal verisimilitude to his char- 
acters. It has operated upon the reader to 
tempt him to dramatize his own life. That 
“pracing effect’’ to which Archer refers 
is caused, I think, by this thipg. After 
reading or hearing a play by Ibeen one’s own 
life seems to take to tteelf a form and defin- 
fteness which it had hitherto lacked. { 

Little policies and trende of life which have 
seemed negligible enough, acquire, sudden- 
ly, their true importance. One’s selfishness, 
ingratitude, arrogancies, and egotisms stand 
out> stripped of all the fllusion with which 
personality has invested them, in their ap- 
palling crudity and primitiveness. There is 
a sharp awakening to the dramatic possibili- 
ties of one’s own existence, however humble; 
a desire to preserve its finer wnities is 
aroused, and with this comes an intense 
hatred of the small deceptions, the covert ig- 
nobilities. The “sense of life” redeems 
one—puts one. for one’s own benefit, before 
the footlights—yes, turns the limelight on 
one’s soul, and sets it forth for self-observa- 
Y initiot Ibsen m@ent to act as a moral 
stimulant after this fashion or not may be 
questioned. Had he been arraigned for such 
a virtue he would have denied it. He had 
a hatred of cant which amounted to an ob- 
session and bis hypocricies took the form 
of disdaining moral responsibility. 

With all his dark genius, his mental cae 
price, his bitterness and timidity, his arro- 
gance and inquisitiveness, his hauteur and 
his wistfulness, he is safe in the hands of 
his present biographer, Edmund Gosse, and 
his critic, William Archer. They have united 
to show him in the best light; and if er 
have not always been able to defend 
econ@uct, or to make clear his incoherences, 
they have, at least, interestingly explained

“PRAISE OF HYPOCRISY.” 


Clever Structure of Hypothetical 

Argument Reared by the Author, 
Who Then Destroys It by Show- 
ing Its Fallacy.

NE of the keenest satires on the church 
and society which has appeared since 
the days of Swift is “ THE PRAISE 
OF HYPOCRISY ” (Open Court Pub- 
lishing company, Chicago), written 

by Dr. G. T. Knight, professor of Christian: 
theology in Crane theological school of 
Tufts college. In fact, the specious argu- 
ments in support of the usefulness and im- 
portance of hypocrisy and. deceit. are so 
artfully made that the reader at times is 
almost persuaded that the learned theologian 
is in earnest in his plea. Lest his book might 
have the effect of convincing the readers 
that there ts such a thing as an ethical! lie, 
there i# an explanatory appendix in which 
the writer shows the fallacy of his preceding 
arguments and points out that hypocrisy is 
a disease of the church which must be cured 
if the church is to maintain its uplifting in- 
fluence. He quotes Ruskin as saying: 

“We resent calumny, hypocrisy, treach- 
ery. because they harm us, not because they 
are untrue. Take the detraction and mis- 
ehief from the untruth and we are little of- 
fended by it; turn it into praise and we may 
be pleased with it.’’ 

Then he asks the reader to consider the 
following propositions: First, that hypocrisy 
is extensively practiced among the best peo- 
ple; second, that it often is unavoidable and 
of great utility; and, finally, that on this 
account its cultivation is and should be prom- 
inent in our system of moral education. 

In proof of the fact that many persons 
wish to believe lies and are unwilling to be 
told the truth he says: 

“ We have a habit of praising our own and 
magnifying our attainments and our set. 
Now, to speak exactly, it cannot be that all 
‘our countries’ are best, and ‘ our boys ’ 
bravest and ‘our deughters’ fairest; yet 
most of us think so, each of hisown. And 
if any unsentimental Gradgrind insists on 
the literal truth and attempts to ‘sét us 
right’ he becomes offensive—so dear to us 
is our prerogative of deceiving ourselves. 
Moreover, the self-deception has no small

Call it, if you please, an untrue faith; yet it 
is a real faith and the source of many b-ess- 
ings.”’

There is no sucWlove anywhere in the 
universe. God the Father watching us from 
heaven is another dream—beautiful, no 
doubt but unsubstantial. Heaven its

The depositors of the defunct private bank 
of Archie C. Tisdelle, 94 La Salle street. 
have caused the latest complication in the 
concern. Two factions of creditors are at 


war. 

In view of the appointment of a trustee in 
the near future, who may supplant the re- 
ceiver, Wiliam C. Niblack, when an adju- 
dication is reached, the two factions are lay- 
ing plens of campaign. John J. Sonsteby, 
member of the board of education, secre- 
tary of the original creditors’ committee, is 


the head of one faction, and is busy obtain- 


ing powers of attorney from depositors, 
which will aid in the selecting of himself, or 
one of his colleagues, as trustee. 

The Sonsteby faction has been advertising 
for depositors to “come early to avoid the 
rush” with their power of attorney. Same 
of the more conservative depositors, who 


are reminded of the fact that it was Mr. 


Sonsteby, Robert EB. Cantwell, brother-in- 
law of Tisdelle, and other members of the 
credRors’ committee, who tried to white- 
wash the bank at first, oppose the Sonsteby 
move. 
* “Tt is Just another instanceof pulling the 
wool over depositors’ eyes,’’ said one de- 
positor not im the Sonsteby-Cantwell fold. 
The creditors’ committee is composed of 
Mr. Sonsteby, Mr. Cantwell, Andrew Adair, 
J. Burrett Smith, and H. H. Schroyer, all 
personal friends of Tisdelle.

Argentine Exports Break Record. 

Record breaking exports of wheat’ from 
Argentina—T,520,000 bu, against 8,072,000 bu 
@ year ago—were pretty well discounted at 
the outset apparently, as the market did 
not ease off as much as expected. Selling 
was overdone right at the start, the heavy 
northwestern movement as well ae the huge 
exports from South America being 
Winnipeg gave the bulls the first encourage- 
ment of the day by advancing about 2c over 
the previous close. Following close om the 
advance in the Canadian market was a re- 
port received via New York that Rusela had 
bought 480,000 bu durum wheat in English 
markets in the last few days. This report 
coming 80 soon after the reported purchase 
of a cargo of Argentine wheat by Russia 
set the pit agog foratime. The wheat was 
presumably for shipment to the north Rus- 
sian ports, 

Winnipeg May Has Spurt. 

Winnipeg advices in explanation of the 
advance there said many smal] speculators 
were buying the May on the theory that 
the government, which intends to furnish 
seed wheat to the farmers in many sections, 
would buy the May to replace the cash wheat 
taken. As the government, it is understood, 
will take but about 800,000 bu all told, the 
transaction as a market influence should not 
prove momentous. American exports of 
wheat were astonishingly large, and the pre- 
dictions of the exporters who were predict- 
ing a sharp falling by the middle of last 


‘month, appear to have been as much at sea 


as the crop sharps who have been giving out 
weekly forecasts of the dwindling away of 
the northwestern movement, which contin- 
wes to be of healthy proportions. 


World’s Wheat Stocks Increase. 

World’s wheat stocks do not show any dan- 
ger of being depleted for some time yet, 
and with the heavy exports from both this 
country and Argentina and renewed ship- 
ments from Russia and the Danube on the 
opening of navigation, European buyers are 
likely to be surfeited with wheat. During 
January the aggregate quantity of wheat 


Australia, with the quantity on ocean pas- 
sage, increased 6,420,000 bu, compared to a 
decrease during January, 1907, of 6,116,000 
bu. Total stocks in the positions named are 
now 83,500,000 bu, against 77,160,000 bu a 
month ago and 82,880,000 bu a year ago. 
Broomhall noted the fact that the continent 
took a larger proportion of the Argentine 
wheat the last week, which was considered a 
more favorable circumstance. 


Cash Trade Is Spotty. 

The cash trade was spotty, local dealers 
saying the demand was not as brisk as re- 
cently, millers refusing to follow the advance 
in futures. Minneapolis reported a slow 
demand, but in the southwest it was stated 
that stocks were pretty well sold out. Re- 
porte of lighter farmers’ deliveries in Kan- 
sas and the southwest were received. The 
Modern miller was noncommittal, but said 
farmers in many localities of the winter 
wheat country were apprehensive of dam- 
age. Green bugs were found in but few sec- 
tions. The primary movement was 450,000 
bu receipts and 826,000 bu shipped. Local 
sales were 30,000 bu, with 160,000 bu reported 
taken at the seaboard. Clearances for the 
day were 219,000 bu. 


Corn Advance Is Continued. 

Corn was strong, with only a moderate 
trade until just before the cloge, when there 
was a mild scramble on the part of the shorts. 
The strength in wheat, slightly higher cables, 
small country acceptances, and light offer- 
ings were the chief factors. Liverpool closed 
%d higher. Cash corn was steady to %o 
higher, with sales of 80,000 bu. F'mal prices 
for futures were 4%@*\c to %c higher. 

Brokers are complaining of the poor export 
demand and the domestic inquiry is by no 
means as sharp as expected. Light receipts 
and modest supplies at distributing points 
continue to be made much of by the bulls. 
Sentiment is bullish as a rule, and the leading 
long interest is working vigorously on the 
bull side. Receipts were 261 cars, with 2095 
cars expected today. Primary receipts were 
565,000 bu. Argentina shipped 154,000 bu and 
this country 1,885,000 bu for the week. 


Oats Buying Persistent. 


Persistent buying by the leading bull house 
was again the feature and main factor inthe 
oats market. There was a little selling for 
profits on the adivance and hedging sales by 
other cash houses, but the offerings were 
well taken and closing prices were \c to %c 
higher, the new July showing the greatest 
etrength. Receipts were 102 care with 165 
cars estimated for tomorrow. Primary 
receipts were 874,000 bu, against 354,000 bu 
a yeearago. Shipments were 417,000 bu, com- 
pared to 552,000 bu last year. Cash prices 
were \o higher and there wasa fair shipping 
demand, although al) of the shipping houses 
are not #sharing in the recent reported im- 
provement in shipping business. 


Hog Products Only Weak Spot. 


The provision pit was the sole weak spot on 
the floor, the increased movement of hogs 
im the west as well as Chicago keeping senti- 
ment bearish in spite of the strength in the 
grain list. Receipts at the principal western 

cking centers for the day were 127,000 
ogs, against 76,500 a year ago, or an in- 
crease of about 66 per cent. Liverpool prices 
for lard were reduced 3d and on backs, 6d. 
Domestic markets were quiet and there was 
a modest shipping inquiry. Packets and 
outside longs took turns selling the list, 
the greatest pressure being on the lard. 
Final prices were Tic lower on lard, 2c to 
be lower on pork, and 2% to 5c lower on ribs. 
Scalpers and shorts were the best buyers. 


Cash Rye Sales Are Fair.

ROADS WANT MANY FAVORS. 


Internal Politics Stands in the Way of 
Speedy Agreement. 


The issue between the elevated roads and 
the council committee on local transporta- 
tion as to what can or must be done with the 
Union loop was clearly marked yesterday. 
Unless one side or the other retreate—and 
the committee is positive it will not be it— 
council meetings may be worth attending 
for sofme time after the committee reports. 
The general idea, however, is that the roads 
will recede before the fight geta too warm. 

The roads want a number of favors from 
the city. The committee is willing to con- 
cede some and possibiy all, but it wants 
something in return. Here is where the 
trouble in. 

The want their favors in advance 
and one atatime. Then they are willing te 
think over what the city is 

The eity wants to make a give ‘and take 
contract. Before it os sae anything to 
the companies it demande the co 
give something back. Its idea isto eta the 
entire question at once and see to it that it 
gets what it asks at the same time the com- 
panies are 20 Fr angaed share. It — 
harder to corporations to 
afterwards. 


Roads Must Ultimately Ooncede. 

Back of the hesitancy of the elevated com- 
panies to come to a hard and fast agreement 
at this time Hes internal politics. They 
know that ultimately they will have to con- 
cede what the city is demanding—through 
routes and universal transfers—but they do 
not desire to do it just yet. The prospect of 
ultimate consolidation of all four elevated 
roads is holding them back. This consoli 
tion will, a matter of law, carry with it 
universal transfers and, as a matter of 
economy in operation, through-routes, but 
until it actually is accomplished each road 
is anxious to hold ité present position so as 
to get the better terms for ita stocks and 
bonds in the trading over the final congolida- 
tion plan. 

One thing the companies want is the right 
to carry interurban road cars into the heart 
of Chicago. The Metropolitan “ L” is doing 
it now with the cars of the Aurora and Higin 
road, but there are other Interurban lines 
knocking at Chicago's doors, and unless they 
can get accommodations through the “L”™ 
roads they must stay out, as the cost of 
buying rights of way of their own would 
be prohibitive. This means more stub end 
terminals for the elevated roads, as these 
interurban cars could not be carried around 
the loop. 


Ask for Additional Bridges. 

The Metropolitan and the Northwestern 
roads both want additional bridges across 
the river. It is not a cage of a desire to 
accommodate the public, they have got to 
have them to do thelr business. The Lake 
Street “LL” ts also asking for use of a 
stub end terminal east of the river. 

The council committee is willing to admit 
that, with the exception, perhaps, of the 
piatform extensions on the loop, the requests 
of the roads are not unreasonable, but in its 
turn it demands: 

That the roads agree to a system of through 
routing whereby the big majority of the ‘'L"’ 
trains shall run straight through from one section 
of the city to another and only use the loop in 
connecting from one road to another. This, it is 
claimed, will relieve the loop congestion without 
the necessity of resorting to longer platforms. 

That all passengers wishing to take another road 
than the one he is on and not being aboard a 
proper through route train can get a transfer at 


a@ loop station to the road he wants. 


Foreman Sees Hope Yet. 

“While all idea of negotiating success- 
fully with the companies has not been aban- 
doned there is still an opportunity for them 
to come in and strike a bergain if they want 
to,” said Cheirmenm Fereman of the com- 
mittee in the afternoon. “ It begins to look 
as if about the best thing the counct! can do 
is to pass a mandatory ordinance telling the 
companies what they have got todo. Such 
an ordinance would be apt to be a trifle 
harder on the companies than a contract 
one, but that it would stand the test of the 
courts I am satisfied, and if it should the 
roads would probably regret they had not 
been more reasonable tn the matter. 

“The thing standing in the way now is 
the idea of the roads that they should be 
given what they want at once and the city 
can wait for its share of the benefits. They 
want lengthened platforms first, then the 
right to carry interurban cars next, and 
bridges and stub end terminals, and so on, 
and when they get them al! perhaps the city 
can have through routes-and universal 
transfers. It is argued, plausibly enough, 
that these will come with the consolidation 
of the lines and that consolidation is coming, 
but nobody krows when it will, and so it is 
up to us to get what we want now and let 
the roads settle their troubles among them- 
selves afterwards.”’ 


Take Up Consolidation. 

ald. Bihl, Bennett, and Zimmer, the sub- 
committee in charge of the ordinance pro- 
viding for the consolidation of the Calumet 
Electric and South Chicago City companies, 
will send it to the full committee at its next 
meeting. It provides for extensions of the 
following lines: 

One Hundred and Eleventh street line from Cot- 
tage Grove avenue to South Halsted street. 

One Hundred and Third street line from Cottage 
Grove to Michigan avenue, 

Torrence avenue line from One Hundred and 
Sixth to One Hundred and Tenth street. 

Sixty-eight street line from Stony Island to 
Yates avenue. 

Transfers from other companies are to be 
limited to gones bounded by Seventy-ninth 
and One Hundred and Nmeteenth streets and 
the city limits.

ON BUBBLY CREEK 


Gage Park Residents See Ray 
of Light in Long Strug- 
gle for Sewer. 


OPPOSED BY HETTY GREEN 


Plan to Get Right to Connect 
Stream with Proposed West- 
ern Avenue Drain. 


Plans to rid the southweet side of the germ 
ladened annoyance known as Bubbly creek, 
are being revived in earnest. The fact that 
there is light ahead in the long, dark strug- 
gie of Gage perk residents to get a sewer 
has encouraged the people of Packingtown 
to revive the fight for a drainage system that 
will supplant the creek. 

Mrs. Mary McDowell head resident of the 
University of Chicago Settlement bouse, 4680 
Grose avenue, acknowledged as the leading 
spirit of the big stockyards district, has voil- 
unteered to champion the cause. The pres- 
ent plan ia to g t the necessary legislation 
to permit the city to connect Bubbly creek 
with the proposed Western avenue or Gage 
park drain sewer, in case the sewer is built. 

That the Gage park sewer proposition 
actually has reached a hearing in the County 
court is sign of hope for both districts. The 
ordinance, which is being contested by cer- 
tain large property owners, chief among 
whom are Mrs. Hetty Green of New York 
and the Union Stockyards Transit company, 
provides for a sewer from Seventy~-first 
street, north to the drainage canal. Theplan 
to connect Bubbly creek with the proposed 
sewer at Thirty-ninth street is considered 
feasible, there being but 4 short distance 
between the creek and Western avenue at 
that point. 

Floods Add to Troubles. 

At present the residents of :packingtown 
not only suffer the unpleasantness emanat- 
ing from the odorous Bubbly creek, but in 
flood season—and it is flood season every 
time it rains or snows in Gage park—the creek 
ia flooded with the entire drainage of Gage 
park and the districts south and west of it. 

The hearing on the Western avenue sewer 
before Judge Pond probably will consume 
six or seven days more. The “ antis ” have 
‘centered the fight on the property south of 
Fifty-sixth street, claiming that they have 
no objection to the building of the sewer from 
Fifty-sixth street north to the drainage 
canal. However, should théy carry their 
point, it would annul the progress thus far 
made, because a new ordinance would have 
to be passed, which probably would require 
six or eight months. Hetty Green's property 
extends south from Fifty-sixth street. The 
most crowded part of the flood menaced dis- 
trict is Gage park proper, which extends 
from Forty-eeventh stréet to Fifty-ninth 
street, west of Western avenue boulevard. 

Incidentally, while the litigation is going 
on merrily in the county court, the 2,000 
residents of Gage park are preparing for an- 
other flood. _ Boats are being calked, hip 
boots mended, and wooden side walks staked. 
The prospect is for another deluge such as 
followed the ice thaw a year ago. This will 
be the second within two months.
